Feng Wang Cheng, might indicate his 
purpose to proceed along this road to 
Ting Chan Gien, ninety miles north, 
from where he would march due west 
to Liao Yang. 
This would permit an 
effective flanking movement, but it is

road 
branches off at Chats Chang, twenty 
miles westward of Feng Wang Cheng, 
and continues almost directly west 
of Ha!

A march on this place 
would compel the evacuation of New 
Chwang, as the force there would be In 
danger of destruction or of being sub­ 
jected to a siege by the armies con­ 
verging from 
Hal Cheng and the 
southern part of the Liao Tung penin­ 
sula.

Sh&n Ha! Kwan, May 9.—There has 
been severe fighting at Feng Wang 
Cheng, in which the Japanese were 
victorious.

The Russians are retreating toward 
Hai Cheng (thirty-two miles east by 
north of New Chwangi and are evac­ 
uating the western side of the Liao 
Tung peninsula. 
On Thursday and 
Saturday of last week the Japanese 
landed lO.oQO men at Klnchau bay, 
10,000 at Foo Chau bay and 7,000 at 
Pitsewo. They occupied the towns of 
Wa Fung Tien and Pu Lan Tien and 
destroyed several miles of the rail­ 
road. 
The occupation of Port Arthur Is 
complete. 
Sixteen Japanese warships 
protected th** landing of troops at Kln- 
chau bay. directing a sweeping fire i 
over the narrow isthmus before the 
soldiers 
disembarked. 
Seventy-five 
Russians who wt re wounded in this 
fighting were brought on the last train 
to arrive there.
